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The Electronic Program at Armijo High School is operating on 
almost the same level as that of Solano Junior College. Armijo's 
facility is also being used for Adult Education and ROP. The 
Electronics Program is the best in the county, it's equipment is 
"state of the art", states Mr. Berry, Electronic Instructor. 
Electronics is the study of how electricity is used to make different 
devices perform various services. Students learn how to use test 
equipment to work on radios, digital computer circuits, television 
sets, and other electronical apparatuses. On the average, 90 
students begin in the Electronics-Electricity program, and about 
sixty students enroll in Electronics II. Electronics is taken as both 
an elective and as a major area of concentration. Students in the 
ninth grade to the twelvth grade who take Electronics should be 
well equipped to handle mathematical computations and have a 
high level of reading comprehension. Electronics I and II prepares 
a student to pass any Military Occupational Battery, gives a broad 
general background and certain skill levels with basic hand tools, 
and soldering techniques. This information learned will enable a 
student to obtain a career after high school or a two year 
Associate Degree at Solano Junior College. Mr. Berry stated: "To 
improve the facility I would add a micro-processor, or a mini- 
computer training aid. Armijo's program is number 1, and I would 
like to keep it that way."

As with any large school; there will be problems facing t 
the students and the adminstration. There were two 
major controversies this year, the dispute over the 
length of the lunch period, and the question of the 
closing of the parking lot gates during school hours. 

Last year Armijo students had a fifty minute lunch' 
hour, and many students took advantage of the time to 
eat off campus. Unfortunately, a certain percentage of 
students could not handle this free time, and fights 
broke out, local businesses were vandalized, and many 
of the stores complained of an increase in shoplifting. It 
seemed as if Armijo was facing the prospect of a closed 
campus. 



However, a compromise was arrived at by the 
administration. The lunch period was shortened by 
fifteen minutes. This has greatly reduced the number of 
lunchtime fights and cut down the complaints from the 
downtown stores. This has not been a perfect solution 
however. Many students have stopped eating lunch 
because they they do not'have enough time to eat off 
campus. Some have complained about the lines in the 
cafeteria. This is a compromise solution at best.
